FOCH HOLDS ARMISTICE TERMS

Washington, Nov. 6.—marshal Foch has been authorized by the 


United States and the allies to receive representatives of the German 
government and to communicate to them the terms of an armistice. 


The German government is so informed in a note handed to the 


Swiss minister here today by Secretary Lansing. 


The note announces that the allied governments have declared 


their willingness to make peace with tne German government on the 
terms laid down in President Wilson's address to congress last Jan- 
uary and on the principles of settlement enunciated in his subsequent 
addresses. 


The allies reserve to themselves, however, complete freedom of 


action when they enter the peace conference on the subject of the! 
freedom of the seas. 


It was further stated with reference to restoration of invaded ter- 


ritories that the allied governments understood that compensation 
will be made by Germany for all damage to the civilian population ol 
the allies and their property as the result of tbe aggression of Ger- 
many "by land, by sea and from the air."

Old Method ef Obtaining Neceuary of 


Life U Still Practiced in 


Varloue Place*. 


The use of salt for seasoning and 


preserving foods Is so ancient thut 
the earliest written records refer to 
it. says a writer Iu Popular Science 
Monthly. 
For many centuries prac- 


tically all the suit used by the human 
race was procured by the evaporation 
of sea water. 


This method of obtaining salt la 


still employed In many localities where 
the conditions are favorable. 
A Hat 


stretch of sea const and a hot and 
| dry climate are necessary If salt is 
to be got from sea water. An ideal 
locality for this industry is the coast 
on the Bay of Cadis, Spain. 


The sea water Is allowed to collect 


in sfiallow basins, barely above hlgli- 
watcr mark. As the water evaporates 
the various salts contained in the sea 
water crystallize out and form a crust, 
which is removed and shoveled in 
small heaps. There the salts undergo 
the first stage of purification. 


The edible salt is drained from the 


other salts, which constitute the great- 
er part of the impurities. The edible 
salt crystallizes out first, while the 
other salts retain the water and form 
a concentrated brine which is allowed 
to run into ditches dug for that pur- 
pose. 


The partly purified salt is then gath- 


ered into large heaps. 
Occasional 


rains wash out the more easily soluble 
Impurities, and the hot sun dries the 
salt on the surface of the pile. Al- 
though it still contains about 15 per 
cent of impurities it is shipped In 
large quantities without further refin- 
ing. 


NOT WISE ABOUT OSTRICHES 


Grave Difficulties Seem to Surround 


Scheme Devised by a Soldier Who 


Wants a Mascot 


The machine-gun sergeant at Doug- 


las who wants an ostrich for a mas- 
cot and is willing to hatch It himself 
If somebody will provide Mm with an 
egg, does not know much about os- 
triches or the task in which he pro- 
poses to enlist, In the opinion of the 
Arizona Republican. 
If he gets the 


egg and Is not otherwise restricted, he 
might as well be mustered out of the 
service. The Germans will be at peace 
so far as he is concerned. 


He has perhaps been misled by 


stories he has heard of the careless, 
Irresponsible way In which the ostrich 
race is perpetuated, by the laying of 
the egg in the sand, where it is left to 
Its own devices until it becomes an 
ostrich. That may happen In Africa, 
where there is plenty of Sand and heat, 
but It wffl not -work In the climate of 
Douglas, where, though there Is no 
lack of sand the sun cannot be count- 
ed upon to assist In the business of 
incubation. The sergeant would have 
to go to setting. 


Moreover, the ostrich Is a bird of 


slow growth. 
It would be a long 


time before one coming forth from 
the egg could become a potent Influence 
In the straggle between autocracy and 
democracy. By the time it would be 
in readiness to be taken to Berlin tife 
war would be over and only historians 
would yet be talking about it 


We would recommend some other 


kind of mascot, one of quicker though 
even of less sturdy and magnificent 
growth.

Among the populace of Dublin In 


1780 the shoeblacks were a numerous 
ind formidable body. The polish they 
used was lampblack and eggs, for 
jphlch they purchased all that were 
rotten In the markets. Their Imple- 
ments consisted of a three-legged stool, 
a basket containing a blunt knife, 
tailed a spudd, a painter's brash and 
in old wig. 


A gentleman usually went out In the 


morning, with dirty boots or shoes, 
mre to find a shoeblack sitting on his 
stool at the comer of the street. The 
gentleman put his foot in the lap of 
the shoeblack without ceremony, and 
the artist scraped it with his spudd, 
wiped it with his wig and then laid on 
his composition as thick as black paint 
with his painter's brush. 


The stuff dried with a rich polish, re- 


quiring no friction, and little Inferior 
to the elaborated modern fluids, save 
only the intolerable odors exhaled from 
eggs In a high state of putridity, and 
which filled any house which was en- 
tered before the composition was quite 
dry, and sometimes even tainted the 
air of fashionable drawing rooms.— 
University Magazine. 


Playing Duckboard.

It's a kind of a game first played In 
a primitive and mild sort of fashion 
by Rocky mountain goats and since 
modernized and made difficult by the 
American army.'

YANKEE, GUEST IN FRENCH HOME 


BURNS LIGHT TO ADMIRE BEDROOM 


Swimming Pool Under Bedroom Floor and Breakfast 


Served in Bed Were Spine of Luxuries Tenijxjfarily 
Enjoyed—Describes Trip to Front. 


The novel, not to say. exciting exper 


icnce of going into battle for the rirst 
time, fades into insignificance when 
compared to a billet in a 
French 


chateau of the better 
type, judging 


from a diary-letter written by First 
Lieutenant Shejjpard Smoots, nephew 
of A. E. Smoot*: of Gianville. Lieuten- 
ant Smoots is a Cleveland boy. his 
lather being a commission merchant 
in that city. 


While his command was being trans- 


ported across France frorti the training 
area to the "jumping off place." in the 
tront line. Smoots recorded his exper- 
iences in chronological order, adding 
interest to the letter by touches of 
Yankee humor which 
has been 
the 


marvel of the French and British sol- 
diers with 
whom 
Americans 
have 


fought. 


As the letter was finished, Smoots' 


command was ready for the big drive, 
probably the beginning of the present 
American offensive 
north of Verdun, 


though Smoots' letter carefully avoids 
:oo much detail. The letter follows: 
"September l»th. Written on train 


on Way to Front—Before I start to 
escribe this tr.<p to the front, will de- 
scribe a tup to Rennes last Saturday 
and Sundaj. Bill Bcrnett and I started, 
to Rennes "about 30 miles from Pelhnm' 
foi .1 \\eekenfi. Upon arrival we wentj 
to the Hotel Modern for rooms. The} 
informed us that they were filled up. 
\Vhereupon two French boys, 12 and 
16 \ears old, after considerable conver- 
sation managed to get across the in- 
'ormation that they had rooms in their 
lorne which they wanted us »to investi- 
gate. 
Bill said, 'Let's take a chance 


and see what \\e can get into.' So we 
railed along througn a narrow street 
:hrough a gate anil into a beautiful 
rarden. So far 
> ery good At the door 


we were met by two attractive women, 
one apparently the mother of the two 
bo\s. They ushered us into a wonder-' 
fu! parlor, shooting French over our I 
icaus at a two minute clip, and served | 
us drinks, a French custom. We can 
at least always understand a drink. 
"They seemed disappointed that we 


were so dumo aboi»t French, but oc- 
casionally when we could catch 
a 


?hrase or sentence and would answer 
in our primitive French, they seemed 
pleased. 
Finally it filtered through 


our 
solid ivory brains, that 
they 


wanted to show us our rooms. And oh, j 
those rooms, you should see them. I 
will not attempt to describe them, but 
those rare furnishings are beyond my 
sense of appreciation.

drapes were of old rose. The bed had, 
an old rose slik canopy with a spread) 
of the same material covered entirely) 
with lace, which any woman in Ameri- j 
ca would give her last sou for.

came in and pointed out our baths. 
Wonderful to tell about. A rug rolled 
back and a grating removed and there 
was a swimming pool, in both rooms, 
and I might mention at this time, that 
jath rooms ar» very rare in France, 
apparently the people do not believe in 
>aths. The boy informed us that 
breakfast would be served us in bed. 
if we so desired. We so desired. Bill 
jot into bed and peted de jauner, ap- 
peared. 


"During the meal Bill said. 'Shep, if 


our dads could see us now!' We could 
both almost see them standing at the 
foot of the bed and hear just what they 
would say. 
Bill's father is president 


of the Nickleplate railroad. 


"That afternoon we went for a ride 


in the countess' car and toward even- 
ing returned to Ptielan. 
pronounced 


'Pay Long.' I showed them my com- 
pany billets, and the kitchen where I 
pive them two loaves of white bread, 
which certainly delighted them. It was 
mitossible for the civilian population 
to obtain white bread for more than 
two years. 


"This morning we received orders to 


mtrain. We left Phelan at dusk and 
went across the country nine miles to 
Gare. a railroad station, to load. We 
arrived there at 10 p. m. Immediately 
started to load our 200 horses, and 33 
combat wagon.*;, Ixmihcr type, which

"It required about four hours to load 


last night. 
We co«3d ha\e loaded In 


half that time, but were delayed toy 
the train crew. These French have 
no idea of the \alue of time. Probably 
that Is one rea-xnn why the war has 
lasted four years. 
At 5 this morning 


we were on our way. One most 1m- 
l<ortant lealur« 3 neglertwl lo mention, 
was the work of the Y ,W. C. A, They 
have a hut at the station. In a cold 
an<3 drizzling rain two ladies came out 
at 1 o'clock 
st. m. 
»nd 
personally 


served hot eoflv>e to all our men. Their 
efforts were ce'ialnly appreciated, 
I 


slept most of the day, orxasslonally 
waking up, hut there was no break In 
tnt monotony until tat* in Uw *tt*r- 


noon, when we faveled through a much 
better country than any 1 had ever 
seen In Prance. 


'!Our train itopped this evening at a 


fairly large, town for about two houra. 
»o we could water our horses. We have 
plenty of help in the army, and do tnta 
with buckets, without unloading the 
horses. 
Lleuterant 
Lockwood. who 


was attached to my company for trav- 
el, and I went to 'the buffet lunch at 
the depot to jet a warm meal, a« we 
have only cold rations on the train, 
A girl wa|ted on us. Lockwood and I 
both started to shoot French at her, 
telling her what we wanted. She stood 
by very quietly ana let us spout for 
about five minutes, 
then 
she said, 


'would you like some very nice hot 
soup' in perfect English. 
"We are now .at the closest point we 


will be to Paris en this trip. It Js with- 
in sight in dayltpie, but it is now past 
midnight and there are no lights in 
Gay Paree. It is 4-30 a. m. We stop- 
ped at a town about a half hour ago 
where some Grogs woke us up uJ serve 
coffee, which they do about every four 
to six hours. The coflee is so strong 
we can travel without sleep. All morn- 
ing we have been uaveling, through a 
very beautiful and picturesque country. 
It is a wonderful improvement on the 
country we were billeted in. 


"Our train has stopped on a bridge 


over the famous Maine river at Vitry 
on the Marne. This bridge was de- 
stroyed by the Germans four years 
ago. 
The Marne at this point is a 


small deep river, about 60 feet wide, in 
a very peacefu1 looking locality. We 
arrived at our destination at 2 a. m. 
Detrained in less than an hour, and 
started for a billett three miles dis- 
tant, where we, armed about daylight. 
This village has been badly shot up 
and is in ruins. This being close to 
the front, we onl> move at night, and 
take cover during the day. Last night 
two other companies of my battalion 
arrived. 
I received orders from the 


major to reconnoiter the forest to as- 
certain whether or not it was accessi- 
ble and if so suitable to lie in during 
the day. To got into the forest I had 
to cross a stream. I found a ford, 
crossed into the foiest, which was so 
dense as to be inaccessable for troops. 
I rode through it, followed by a ser- 
geant. About the only clear places 
were French graves, which I will dis- 
cuss later. A branch brushed my cap 
off and I never 'did find it. Coming out 
I attempted to ..cross the stream at an- 
other place arid as a result my horse 
loged down into the mud and rolled 
o\ er with foot "in the stirrup. I final- 
ly crawled out and with the aid of a 
sergeant got the noise out. I was un- 
injured but my orderly has been very 
busy all day. 
T reported the place as 
inaccessible. 
"We are 
now working 
nights and sleeping days. Tonight we 
move up to within five kilometers of 
the boche. 
"Three or four days later. Septem- 


ber 25th.—WeV, have now moved up 
just three kilometers from the boche 
trenches, about .two miles. 
Our trip 
has been so filled with interesting ex- 
periences that this book 
would not 


hold thtjm all. 
Shortly after starting, 


lain began 
to fall 
and 
continued 
throughout the night, with 
various 
stages of intensity. It was bitter cold, 
and nearly e\eryone frozen stiff. 
We 


were held up in a road blockade from 
II p m. until 2 a. m. We could not 
reach our destination as day was ap- 
proaching near the front. 
We are to 


travel only at night. At daybreak we 
parked in an orchard under the trees. 
"As we wer£ finally pulling in, a 


boche shell screamed over our heads 
and hit about 300 yards beyond. We 
thought we weie detected and in for 
it. but that was the only one. It must 
have been in the way of a greeting. 
You should have seen the boys duck 
and dodge. 
Toward evening several 


more came over but aside from tearing 
large holes in the ground they did no 
clamige 
At night we started again, 


ploughing through mud and ram. I will 
now mail this letter, but long before 
you receive it you will read about our 
big drive, wh>h we expect to start 
tonight. I have met no one that feels 
like a no\el hero, or a movie star on 
the eve of the battle. 
Everyone is 


ready and -verr anxious to see what 
the boche looks like. 
The forest in 
which we are located is full of men— 
thousands and thousands—but for some 
reason or other has not been shelled to 
any great extent. Occassionally a few 
come over, but always succeeded in 
missing our men. A few horses have 
been killed. This morning at daylight 
the boche raided our trenches under a 
heavy oarage. Do not know how suc- 
cessful they were, but I never heard so 
much noise, it sounded like thunder. 
Will close and get this mailed."

Destructive Tapestry Moth. 


The tnpestry moth Is rare In the 


United States. 
It normally affect* 


rather coarser and "heavier cloths than 
the smaller species and Is more apt 
to occxir In carpets, horse blankets 
and tapestries than to the finer and 
thinner woolen fabrics. It also affects 
felting, furs and skins, and Is a com- 
mon source of damage to the woolen 
upholstering of carriages, being rather 
more likely to accur In carriage houses 
and barns than in; dwelling houses. 
Its larva enters directly into the ma- 
terial which It infests, constructing 
burrows or galleries, which it lines 
more or less completely with silk.

IS DISORDERLY 


Whole Batteries of Artillery 


With Horses are Captur- 
ed By Allies on Western 
Front. 


(Compiled from A. F\ Dispatches) 
Forced to a realization of impending 
peril by the progreaH of the British 
southeast 
of 
Valenciennes and 
the 
French and Americans south of Sedan. 
Germany's shattered armicH are in rapid 
retreat from the Belgian frontier to, the 
Aisne river. So rapid la the retirement 
that it is difficult to determine the 
exact' location of the contending forces 
along this 85-miles of fiont. 
British forces have cleared the bar- 


rier of Mormal forest and threaten to 
drive a wedge between "Mons and Mttu 
beuge. To the south the F'rench have 
launched an attack that has forced 
the enemy back from three to four 
miles while along tlu- Mouse the Amer- 
icans, in close co-operation with the 
French just to the westward, have 
overcome a stubborn resistance by the 
enemy and moved still nearer the Se- 
dan-Longuyon railroad. 


There is evidence that the Germans 
are not carrying out the orderly retteat 
that marked their retirement from the 
Munie and Soinine salients. 
Batteries 


of field guns, with horses attached, 
have been captured and a vast quan- 
tity of munitions which could be moved 
quickly under ordinary circumstances 
have fallen into the hands of the allies. 


To the north, Ghent is closely in- 
vested by the French. Belgian and 
British troops. 
The fighting there is 
apparently 
between 
German 
rear 
guards and the allied forces, for civil- 
ians are said to be _ close behind the 
lines, and Queen Eliafibeth of Belgium 
watched the beginning of the assault 
against the city. 
The line of the Schedlt is no longer 


any protection to the enemy in Bel- 
gium. It has been crossed everywhere 
from Ghent to Valenciennes and it ts 
probable that allied troops have been 
flung across the canal north of Ghent. 
Between Ghent and Brussels there is 
no great natural obstacle except the 
Dendre river which will aid the Ger- 
mans *~in conducting defensive opera- 
tions and it seems probable that the 
enemy will not turn at bay until he 
reaches the 
Nam ur-Brussels-Antwerp 
line, which is said to have been pre- 
pared for a grim struggle. 


American forces north of Verdun 
have crossed the Meuse at three places 
and have gained ground on the east 
side of the river. This advance is most 
important for it threatens the Sedan- 
Longuyon line at a new point and re- 
moves from the Germans the advan- 
tage of having a position on the flank 
of 
the 
American 
forces 
advancing 
northward on the western side of the 
stream. Sedan must be under artillery 
fire from the medium calibre guns._ 
Emperor Charles of Austria is said to 
have refused to sign the armistice 
agreement with the allied powers and 
turned over his authority of command- 
er-in chief of the army to Field Marshal 
Strassenberg. It is rumored that the 
emperor has abdicated and has started 
for Switzerland, where King Constan- 
t'ine took refuge after being compelled 
to relinquish the Grecian throne. 


The inter-allied conference at T*er- 
sailles has agreed on the terms of an 
armistice. This decision was sent to 
President Wilson in answer to his com- 
munication turning over to the confer- 
ence the request that he notify the 
allies of the desire of Germany to end 
the war. President' Wilson has in turn 
notified the German government that 
it may apply to Marshal Foch, com- 
mander-in-chief of the allied 
forces, 


who is authorized to receive duly ac- 
credited representatives and submit to 
them the terms agreed upon by the 
associated nations.

REQUISITE HOURS OF SLEEP 


Acknowledged Fact That Brain Work- 


ers Need Less Than Those En- 


gaged in Manual Labor. 


Periodic sleeping is undeniably an 


essential to the continuance of life, but 
sleep Is required more as a means of 
recuperation from physical weariness 
than from mental activity, an exchange 
observes. The best thinkers are the 
shortest sleepers, and on the other 
hand the manual laborers require the 
longest periods of sleep. The classic 
example cited to prove that the think- 
er does not need as much sleep as the 
ordinary man takes Is Thomas A. Edi- 
son, who during the most active years 
of his life is said to have slept only 
four hours a day. It is not so general- 
ly known that Herbert Spencer, the 
philosopher, in his later life did not 
average more than three hours, of sleep 
a day. 


These instances should not lead to 


ill-advised efforts to emulate the ex- 
treme examples. One should not at- 
tempt to do better thinking by keep- 
ing longer awake, but the effort should 
be made to do better thinking, which, 
will result in keeping longer awake. 
For If the body be not fatigued or 
drugged with poison, sleep comes chief- 
ly ^rom-the slowing down, of the men- 
tal 
processes 
until 
consciousness 


lapses. If an adult is not tired or full 
of fatigue poisons from physical labor, 
or if his system is not otherwise bur- 
dened with poisons from faulty diet 
or overeating, it is possible in many 
Instances to cut down the sleeping 
period from 20 to 46 per cent of that 
commonly indulged In.

Of course, 
exercise is, <as n rule, beneficial, but 
it ought to be a pleasure to the one 
taking tt If he would get the best re- 
sults. 


"It may sound like heresy, but I 


sometimes wonder whether exercise, 
when It Is not a diversion, is really 
worth while. 
Certainly the mind Is 


not rested if it rebels ugnlnst certain 
forms of physical training which, are 
being taken, and recreation for the 
mind of one engaged iu Intellectual 
pursuits is, in my opinion, one of the 
most essential purposes of exercise of 
the muscles. 


"I believe, however, as I have said, 


that fresh air Is one of the great re- 
storatives, and the fact that exercise 
is generally taken iu the open is one 
of its chief benefits."—From "Secre- 
tary Lansing's Story of His Health 
and Energy," by Richard M. Wlnans 
In Physical Culture.

imals, which has been in progress dur- 
ing the past three years. During this 
period 60,458 coyotes. 8,085 bobcats, 
1,829 wolves, 201 mountain lions, and 
137 bears have been trapped or shot, 
and many, other animals have been 
poisoned. Theslncome from the sale of 
pelts of animals killed by government 
hunters ta protect live stock during the 
last year-wtn^aggregate-approxlmately 
f 100,000. This work is of special Im- 
portance, because the cattle and sheep 
which are already on the rsnge produc- 
ing meat, wool, and leather are afford- 
ed protection, and thus the actual 
sources of these essential commodities 
are being conserved for market. Fur- 
thermore, clearing the range of preda- 
tory animals hi making conditions more 
favorable for stocking the grazing 
areas to full capacity and for improv- 
ing the quality of the breeding stock.

A real boy and a rea 
girl is needed to get behind each 
of our fighting men, and yon know 
our fighting men are very feal in 
deed.» Splendid work has already 
been done by the boys- and girts 
of America. Splendid work is still 
being done. 
But much of this 


splendid effort has been so merged 
in the war work of older folks that 
there has- been no nation-wide 
credit to the boys and girls for 
what they have done, because 
there has been no nation-wide joint 
effort by them. 


Now comes both a challenge anil 


an opportunity—a challenge for 
yon to show just what kind of red- 
blooded, patriotic fighters you are; 
an opportunity to have a direct 
and personal part hi the war with 
full credit therefor. 


Fighters Well Cared For 


Most of yon know that Uncle 


Sam supplies his fighting men with 
every physical necessity. They are 
the best fed and best clothed fight- 
ers in the world, and they are sup- 
plied with the best fighting mate- 
rial. The Government has done for 
them all that it can da 
It has 


made them physically fit and sup- 
plied them with the materials of 
war. 


But yon boys know that merely 


being physically fit Is not sufficient 
to win In an athletic contest Ton 
know what It means to your base- 
ball team, your football team, your 
tract team, to have the whole 
school rooting for them. Ton know 
that 
without 
the 
enthusiastic, 


whole hearted backing of their 
school, no team can do Its best 
It is from the rest of yon that your 
athletes draw the enthusiasm, the 
will to win. n to because of the 
faith you have In them. 


In a boxing match each contest- 


ant has In his corner several help- 
ers or handlers—seconds. Thes? 
are the men who revive him be- 
tween rounds, advise and encour- 
age and fill him with faith in him- 
self because of their faith In him. 
Many a great match has been won 
as much by the seconds as by the 
victorious boxer himself. 


Question of Moral* 


It is Just so with our fighting 


m«u. That they may fight their 
brst they wed more than good 
fond and good equipment 
Their 


spirits must be kept high. They 
must bp kept free from worries.

Its highest -the morale of oar fight- 
Ing men on land and sea equal to 
making each one personally feel 
that his welfare is the thought up- 
permost with the folks at home. 
This is being done through seven 
great organizations, the T. M. C. A* 
the Knights of Columbus, the 
Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion, the Jewish Welfare Board, the 
War Camp Community Service, the 
American Library Association, and 
the Salvation Army. 


All of these organizations are at 


work In every cantonment, hi 
every camp hi this country and on 
the battlefields of Europe. Wher- 
ever American soldiers and sailors 
are yon will find representatives 
of one or an of these organizations 
providing tor our soldiers' recrea- 
tion, reading matter, opportunities 
for writing home, opportunities for 
obtaining the little luxuries which 
the Government cannot provide. 


Represent the Home 


Always the secretaries and work- 


ers of these organisations are ex- 
tending the hand of fellowship and 
passing the word of cheer which 
folks at home would so gladly do 
were they able. In the hearts of 
the fighting men these representa- 
tives stand for the folks at home. 


These seven organizations are 


supported entirely by contributions 
from home folks. In the past each 
one has conducted its own cam- 
paign to raise these funds. Now 
:hr seven have combined to raise 
$170.500,000 between November 11 
and IS, to carry on this work for 
another year if the war shall last 
hat long, 


President Wilson has asked the 


teofHe of this nation to contribute 
this great sum because he under- 
stands how necessary the work is 
o insure victory. It Is in connec- 
tion wiih this campaign that the 
«p!<»n<Jid privilege of having a di- 
rect part in ink war to offered to 


all boys between the ages of 12 
and IS and to all girls of like ages. 


Backing Up Your Man 


The plan is very simple. Ton 


are not compelled to participate. 
You are asked to volunteer to earn 
and give a certain amount of 
money for the United War Work 
which Is splendidly keeping up the 
morale of our fighting men. The 
Victory Boys are" asked to pledge 
themselves to earn and to give be- 
tween now and March 1. five dollars 
or more each.

Aviator Describe. Bffeaft ef Heavy 


Muwlle Whtoti PMsad •ems Hun. 


diets ef Yards Front Airplane. 


A British aviator who had been fly- 


ing In France since the beginning of 
the war told the story of meeting a 
shell from a German 17-Inch gun while 
he was In the air, says Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 


1 was at an altitude of about 6,000 


feet one day and climbing higher at 
an easy angle, when one of those big 
fellows, almost at the end of its long 
flight, came plowing along In the op- 
posite direction," he says. Tint 
a dark Uttle blur appeared ahead at 
an angle of about 35 degrees above 
me. At flrst It seemed to be coming 
right at me and I swerved to the left 
in an Instinctive effort to dodge the 
threatened blow. Then a sort of dron- 
ing hum became audible and that 
sound Increased during the two or 
three seconds that elapsed before the 
big missile came up to me and swept 
past It was probably several hundred 
yards away at Its nearest, but the dis- 
tance seemed less. 


"A few faint stirrings of air began 


to rock my machine even before the 
shell went by, but the full force of 
the 'air wash* came a fraction of a 
second later. Then an almost solid 
wall of air nearly threw* me on my 
beam ends and I was really hard put 
to It to get the reeling machine back 
on an even keeL For the next mile 
or two the air was like water In the 
wake of ablgsldewheeler—all chopped 
to pieces—and the machine rocked'like 
a sprlngless lorry going over cobbles. 
The afar was disturbed for some sec- 
onds after a loud roar astern had told 
me that the shell had come to earth." 


CONSIGNED FUG TO OBLIVION 


Youngsters First Burned German Em- 


blem and Then Solemnly Burled 


the Ashes hi the Earth. 


"The war Is making a wonderful Im- 


pression on the mind of American 
childhood," remarked Dr. Edgar De- 
Witt Jones, a Bloomlngton (til.) pas- 
tor, discussing current topics with 
some friends the other day. 


Doctor Jones relates ft little story 


about his young son, age ten, to Illus- 
trate. In 1910 the pastor made a tour 
of Europe and brought home with him 
a flag of every nation visited. 
Occa- 


sionally they would be brought forth 
to exhibit to visitors, but for the last 
two years had been kept undisturbed 
In a box In the doctor's study./ One 
day two months ago the little son 
very earnestly said to his father: 
"Papa, haven't yon a German flag?" 
The pastor replied that he thought 
there was one In his collection, at the 
same time explaining to the lad that 
the Teutonic banner was .not popular 
these days and was not to be exhib- 
ited. 


A few days later the little-son was 


more Insistent "Papa," he said, "I 
want that German flag; please get It 
out for me," 
1 got the boy the flag," said Doctor 


Jones, "and through the window of my 
study watched what followed. First 
the boy called his sister, Dorothy. The 
children took, the flag Into the yard 
and with much ceremony burned It 
When it had been reduced to, ashes 
the children carefully gathered them 
and put them in a cigar box. Then 
they dug a little grave ana burled the 
ashes. 
There Is a little mound In 


the yard to show where the ashes of 
the kaiser's colors are resting. I have 
never-mentioned the Incident to the 
children and they do not know that I 
watched them."-—Indianapolis News.

The terms on which Germany may 


have peace have been delivered.

from them. Like the peace given Aus- 
tria-Hungary. Turkey and Bulgaria, the 
price Germany will have to-pay is vir- 
tually-the price of absolute surrender.. 
The claws of the great military ma- 
chine of Germany are to be drawn; in- 
vaded territories must be evacuated-and 
compensation must be made for alt dam- 
age done to the civilian populations in 
attacks by land and sea and from the 
air.
